SsUDDEN DEATH OF THE POSTMAS- 
TER-GENGRALAT KENOSHA. 


His Pudlic Life aud Services Reealled—The Famous 
friereuler Reoe for the Senate from Wiscon- 
sio~ The sertous Iiiness of Seoretary Fre- 
linghuysen— Preside nt Indispveed,. 


Wasnrsoron, March 26.—President Authur 
received Sunday evening telegraphic inform- 
ation of the sudden death, at his home in 
Wisconsin, of Postmaster-General Howe. In 
consequence of the unexpected event the din- 
ner which was to be given on Tuesday by the 
preside nt to ex-President Diaz, of Mexico,and 
reception to the distinguished guest by Secre- 
retary Frelinghuysen, will not take place. 
Secretary Howe died at 2:20 Sunday afternoon, 
at the residence of his nephew, Colonel James 
H. Howe. He contracted a severe cold a 
week ago at Green Bay, and returned to Ke- 
nosha. He wasvery ill till Saturday, when 
he seemed to improve. His physicians pro- 
nounced itpneumonia. He was taken worse 
Saturday night and sank rapidly, passing 
away peacefully Sunday afternoon. Mr. 
Howe was born at Livermore, Maine, Feb- 
ruafy 24, 1816, and after receiving an aca- 
demic education studied law, and was admit- 
ted to the bar. He wasa member of the leg- 
islature of the state of Mainein 1845, in the 
latter partof which year he moved to Wis- 
consin, where he was elected judge of the 
circuit and supreme courts. He was elected 
to the United States senate as a union repub- 
lican to succeed Charles Durkee, and took bis 
seat in 1861. He was re-elected to :he senate 
in 1867 and 1875, during these eighteen years 
holding important committee positions and 
being one of the most prom- 
inent and influential members of 
the body. His term of office expired March 
3, 1879 The famous triangular contest in 
which the election of his successor was in- 
volved, and in which Judge Howe, E. W. 
Keysand Matt. Carpenter were participants 
in the contest, which finally ended in the 
election of Mr. Carpenter, will be recailed. 
Judge Howe then retired to Green Bay, 
where he had made his home since his re- 
moval to this state. He was not permitted, 
however, to remain long in retirement, and 
wus tendered by President Gartield the 
appointment as a member of the board of 
combiissioners sent by the United 
erates to represent this government ip 
the international monetary congress at 
Paris, his associates being ex-Senator Thur- 
man, oi Ohio, and William M. Evarts, of New 
York. Heremuinedabroadaboutsix months, 
and soon after his return, began to be promi- 
nentliy mentioned as a possible member of 
President Arthur's cabinet. In December, 
ISsl, he was tenderod the postmaster general 
ship, which he accepted and to the duties 
of “which he has since devoted his at- 
tention. He strongly favoredjthe reduction 
of postage made by last congress, and has been 
largely instrumental in securing improved 
mail facilities throughout the country. 
Mr. Howe’s illness was the result-of a 
severe cold contracted by walking half a mile 
through a bad storm at Green Bay, last Sun- 
day, which, on arrival at Kenosha on Mon- 
day, developed into pneumonia. Dr. Isham, 
of Chicago, was called in, and under his care 
he improved, but last night a change for the 
worse ensued, and the absent members of his 
family were sent for, his daughter arrivir 
from Washington at 11 o’ciock. Up to that 
hour he was conscious, but bis mind atter 
that wandered, and at 2:20 p m., he péssed 
away Without astruggle. The funeral will 
occur at Green Bay, but no arrangement has 
yet been made. 
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FOLGER’S PHYSICAL FAILURE. 


His Head Swollen up with Erysipelas—The President 
to Swing the Circle. 

Wasuineton, March 26.—Folger’s physi- 
cian reported at a late hour Sunday night 
that the condition of his patient is much im 
proved. The secretary is now suftering from 
erysipelas in the face and head, brought on 
by asevere cold. The disease is aggravated 
by lowered vitality and aa impoverished con- 
dition of the blood. due to overwork and im- 
perfect nutrition; but it is not thdught that 
there isas yet any reason for especial appre- 
hension. 

The president, who needs rest, but who is 
better in health than he has been, will proba- 
bly go south next Wednesday. He may yield 
to the desire of many friends at the south to 
make a somewhat extended trip into several 
of the states before his return to the capital. 
This visit will not be another “swinging 
round the circle,’’ but a response to many, 
candid invitations he has received from tile 
to time. 

Senator J. D. Cameron, who submitted toa 
painful surgical operation a short time ago, is 
still in a very weak condition at his home on 
Massachusetts avenue, and does not rally 
from the shock to his system’as rapidly as his 
friends had hoped he would. It will be some 
time before be can be removed. 

Ex-President Diaz and party arrived here 
to-day. They were met at fe depot by Senor 
Romero, Mexican minister, Mr. Davis, assist- 
ant secretary of state, and Chief Clerk Brown, 
of the state department, and escorted to the 
Arlington hotel, where quarters had been 
secured for them.

DENOUNCING OATH-TAKING. 


Ingersoll Grows Blasphemous in Court—Dorsey Gues- 
alog Mle Evidence. 

Wasuinoton, March 26.—In the star route 
trial to-day, after considerable time had been 
spent upon a number of unimportant wit- 
nesses, Stephen W. Dorsey took the stand. 
The clerk was about to administer the usual 
oath when Mr. Merrick rose and asked per- 
mission from the court to cross-examine the 
witness regarding his belief in its binding 
force. The rqeuest was granted, and Mr. Mer- 
rick inquired if witness regarded an oath as 
binding upon his conscience. He (fiercely 
shaking his finger at Mr. Merrick,) answered 
that an oath was as binding upon him as upon 
Mr Merrick. He regarded itas binding upon 
his conscience. Mr. Merrick asked if in 
taking the oath, the witness had in mind the 
effect of a failure to observe it upon his fu- 
ture state of reward and punishment. In- 
stantly Mr. Ingersoll was upon his feet. 

“I object; sit down,’’ said heto Mr. Dorsev, 
and then proceeded to pour out an impas- 
sioned address. He objected to the perpetra- 
tion of this monstrosityef the dark ages. 
Finally the oath was permitted to be put, 
and Dorsey, proceeded with his evidence, 
denying knowledge of everything contained 
in the indictment. While still on the stand 
court adjourned.

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FLOATING IN THE WATER. 


A Ghaatly Di-covery on Entering the Mouth of the 
Braidwood Mine. 


Brarpwoop, Iil., March 26.—Early Satur- 
day morning, the pit boss of ‘he diamond 
mine descended to the -bottom, and after 
exploring forasbort distance in different 
directions, finding several places where the 
mine had caved in from the effect of soaking 


by water, discovered black damp 
plentiful, and went to the south 
working, which he found in bet- 


ter condition than the others. Five steps 
fromthe starting point he discovered the 
body of one of the drowned miners, water- 
soaked and bloated beyond recognition, and 
a little further on he found another in the 
same condition. Without proceeding further 
be returned to the surface, and on consulta- 
tion it was decided to keep the matter quiet 
from the large crowds assembling. Nine bodies 
of the miners who lost their lives by the catas- 
trophe of February 16th were brought to the 
surface last night. Three of the bodies have 
been identified. The first recog- 
nition was that of Patrick Wail- 
by his little son. The others were William 
Johnson and John Huber. The bodies were 
all in such condition that identification was 
difficult The crowd eround the mine is 
nearly as great as On the day following the 
accident, but is orderlv. The interior of the 
mine 1s badly obstructed by partial caving, 
and the work of extracting the bodies was 
one of great labor. Further search will be 
prosecuted vigorously.

NEWSPAPER-READING JURYMEN., 


A Judge Who Hefuses to Exclude Jurors Who Read 
Newspapers. 

LOUISVILLE, March 26.—The jury in the 
case of the Commonwealth against David 
Furguson, was selected to-day. Objections be- 
ing made to jurors who had read of the mat- 
ter in the newspapers, Judge Jackson said: 
‘I do not intend to exclude intelligence from 


the jury box. The mere fact that 
a man has read tae newspa- 
per accounts, and _ received certain 


impressions does not render him incompe- 
tent. This was the ruling of this court in 
time past, but we have lately become loose 
in this matter, and now I intend to go back 
to first principles and adjudicated decisions. 
Judge Jackson held closely to bis ruling in 
this matter throughout, and all those who 
had read newspapers and received certain im- 
pressions were notexcused upon a mere asser- 
tion. The examipration was carried further 
and each man was brought face to face with 
the bold proposition as to whether or not, 
under his oath, he could not go into the jury 
box and render a fair and impartial verdict. 
A good jurv of intelligent men was selected 
under this ruling. Trial will proceed Mon- 
dav.

Resuming Work in New Jersey—Strike Among the 
Cow Boys—Olgarmakers Out. 

MILWAvUKEs, March 26.—At a meeting of the 
cigarmakers here last night, a committee re- 
ported that the manufacturers would not 
concede the advance of one dollar per thou- 
sand, and the men determined to goon a 
strike on May Ist. Letters were read from 
New York, Cnicayo and Philadelphia, stating 
that strikes will undoubtedly follow in these 
places. 

Sr. Lovis, March 26.—An extensive strike 
among the cowboysin the Pan Handle of 
Texas is progressing, and trouble is appre- 
hended. They demand an advance from $30, 
their present wages, to $50 per month, which 
the stock men refuse to pay. The cowboys 
threaten violence to the new men if they are 
brought into the ranches. The cattle owners 
will call upon the state forces to protect them, 
if their own means fail. Itisa very critical 
time for such trouble, as preparations for the 
season's drive are at hand, and efforts are be- 
ing made to compromise the matter.

THE GREAT BALL OF THE MILLION- 
: AIRES LAST NIGHT, 


A Profusion of Flowers, Gorgeous Music, Costumes 
that Degzied the Eye, and of Laces, Diamonds 
and Jeweiry—The Worid Levied upon to 
Bntertain the Millionaire’s Gaeste. 


New York, March 26.—The grand ball 
given by the Vanderbilis is in progress, and 
isa blaze of lightand gilded costume. All the 
nurseries on Long Island and in New Jersey 
were taxed to their utmost to supply sufficient 
roses and lilies, violets aud pansies for the‘oc- 
casion, the drain being double at present, 
with Easterat hand. The florist Klunder put 
$20,000 worth of flowers into the building. He 
began decorating this morning, before any of 
the guests of the evening were thinking of 
Large vases of tropical plants, Aus- 
tralian palms, India rubber plants and tall 
ferns were placed in the vast square hallways, 
and also on the landings of the stair cases. 
Hanging baskets, filled with roses and smilax, 
depended from the ceiling and doorway. 


One of the special features in the floral 
decoration was a huge bank of imported 
roses, several feet high, which was placed 
at one end of the ballroom, where its beauty 
was reflected in the shining and slippery 
fioor. The grand staircase and the walls of 
the mansion are entirely of rare marble, in 
some rooms plain, in others carved in various 
fantastic designs. Thus it was impossible to 
deck the walls, but the balustrade and newel 
rail were hidden in the rarest roses, and 
about the drawing-rooms and ball-room were 
placed huge jardinieres of Japanese and Per- 
sian workmanship, filled with flowers, —

SAVANNAH, March 26.—Charles O. Lamotte, 
his son-in-law, A. C. Neve, Thomas Ard, 
l'rauk Quenley and Mike Dailey left on Sat- 
urday atternoon for Tybee on a sail boat. 
They rema ned at King’s landing all night. 
A heavy gale set in. Very rough weather 
threatening storm, they started toreturn tothe 
city on Sunday morning. ‘They had reached 
Piiliband’s cut, in St. Augustine creek, when 
the boat was capsized by a tremendous squall. 
Lamotte clung to the boat. They succeeded 
in reaching a marsh, and subsequently were 
picked up by a boat and brougnt to the city, 
except Ard, who succumbed tothe cold and 
was jost. This morning Lamotte was found 
clinging to the boat, which was stranded in 
the marsh, He was dead, and had 
& severe cut in the left temple. He was 
probably struck by the jibboom.

THE SURPRISE OF THE FUGITIVE 
PRESIDENT IN IRWIN COUNTY, 


What & Pailadelphian Gaye of His Part in the Famous 
Man's Arreset—No Feminine Apparel Seen on 
that Occas:on—A Orireumeteanual Acoount 
of the Surprise and Quick Seircure.

The 
next morning, Somewhere between nine and 
ten o'clock, we met a vehicle with only three 
wheels, driven by a colored man. Covolonel 
Pritchard bade him bait and answer our 
questions. He toid us he had fallen in with 
a troop of ‘“‘yankees’’—it became evident he 
did not know the difference between union 
and confederate soldiers—who had taken a 
whee! from his wagon, probably to prevent 
him from revealing their flight too quickly, 
for, as he said, it Wasasure thing that they 
were trying to escape. 

Such was the story of the negro, and now 
the reason for our being engaged in this ex- 
citing chase flashed upon us—that we were 
hunting for no less noble prey than the beaten 
leader of the confederacy, on whose head the 
government had set a large prize. Gur com- 
mander, as a matter of course. took notes of 
this statement and ascertained the exact 
place where the meeting had taken place, 
Then we were ordered to hoid ourselves in 
readiness. A harder work than we had yet 
done was impending. Those who had con- 
fidence in themselves and their horses ®ra 
further ride of forty or tifty miles were told 
to announce themselves. One bundred and 
twenty-eight men fdid so, 1 amoung them, and 
we started. Twelve o'clock at night, between 
the th and 10th of May, we arrived at Irwins- 
ville, Irwin county, Georgia, where Dayis, ac- 
cording to all probability, was to be found, 

THE CAMP DISCOVERED. 

In whispered tones we were ordered to dis- 
tribute ourselves in groups of thirteen in all 
directious and be on the lookout for all sus 
picious persons in the place. The group to 
which I belonged, after having mdden on for 
nearly a miie,discovereda camp fire in a suuth- 
western direction, which Was near extinction 


—is very suspicious circumstauce— 
that made our hearts beat quick- 
er with joyous anticipation. It 


being, however, yet dark we could do noth- 
ing else tor the present than impatiently wait 
forthe dawn of day. The eastern sky had 
scarcely reddened before we advanced as 
noislessly as possible and almost siumbled 
over two tents, whose inmates evidently were 
yet slumbering and who thus could be easily 
Surprise d. 1 was foremost in entering one of 
these tents, and sure enough found the fuygi- 
tive and hisfamuly lying there in profound 
sleep. 

Jefferson Davis rested in a gray costume on 
the left side of the tent. As soon as he was 
awake and had comprehended the siluation. 
he tried, evidently for the purpose of con- 
cealment, to cover himself with something— 
I cannot at this time tell exactly what, butof 
resistance he offered noneatall. I then hur- 
-ried to the other tent, where I found a 
of the staffof the confederate leadere Here. 
also, perfect quietude reigned, easily explain- 
able by the exertions and excitement inci- 
dent totheir fight. They were surprised \o 
the extent that I tore away a saddle from 
under the head of one of the sleeping officers 
and they all surrehdered unconditionally, 
without offering the least resistance, 

FIRED UPON BY FRIENDS, 

Not until the capture of Davis and his asso- 
ciates had been thus accomplished was the 
sigpal shot that had been agreed upon the 
previous night fired, waich soon brought Col- 
one! Prichard and bis companions to the scene 
of action. This shot, however, was, to our 
great astonishment, at once responded to by 
a heavy fire from the neighboring woods, 
which fire, we, of course, answered. By this 
skirmish we bad one: young man killed, his 
heart being pierced by a bullet, and one 
wounded. Our astonishment increased great- 
ly wuen we took one of our assailants a pris- 
onerand discovered that he belonged, like 
ourselves, tothe union army. They formed, 
in fact, a part of the First Wisconsin cavalry 
regiment, and had, like ourselves, arrived the 
evening before in the neighborhood of Ir- 
winsville without knowing or having the 


slightest idea of the presence of Davis, 
stillless of our own The victimsof this 
fatal encounter were buried with military 


honors We had a breakfast, to us, as a mat- 
ter of course, a very joyous one, in which 
Jefferson Davis and our other prisoners par- 
ticipated,and then we rode back to headquar- 
vers. 

THE COMMON STORY UNTRUE, 

Fuch isthe true history of the capture of 
Jefferson Davis, and as every one can see, it 
differs materially from the commonly accept 
ed story, not alone in res pt ct to the feminine 
apparel and the bowieknite, but also in re- 
gard to the short encounter between union 
soldiers, which furnished, so tospeak, the last 
victims on the altar of the ambition of the 
confederate leader. I have a very interesting 
relic of this affair in my possession. 
After having entered the tent of 
Davis and accomplished his capture a ‘travel- 
ing bag was ao among what little baggage 
there was, containing a sbirt apd three cul- 
lars, children's -soiled linen. These 
naturally became interesting spoils for the 
who distributed them among them- 
ves. One Of these collers is still in my 
possession. The collar, which, for good and 
sufficient reasons, at this time has no very 
clean look, bears this proud inscription: 

‘This collar was worn by Jefferson Davis 
at the time he was made prisoner of war. 
May 10, 1865, and was taken from him by 
Kaspar Knobel, private of company A, 
fourth regiment, Michigan cavalry, at Ir- 
winsville, Irwin county, Ga.

Oregon proposed to exceed this year; but iust 
now they are in doubt whether they will 
have any surplus at all, ‘The average winter 
rainfall in California up to Aprils is eighteen 
inches; thus far this year they have not been 
blessed with more than nine inches, and the 
present month has been unusually dry. If 
the, California farmers do not get considera- 
ble rain in the next uwo weeks their crops of 
wheat und barley will be very poor indeed 


except in the limited districts 
that are artificially supplied with 
water. Another fortnight of dry weather 


would reduce the crop of the Pacific coast to 
a matter of home consumption only, and take 
it altogether out of the problem of supplving 
the wheat-importing countries. It is, how 
ever, (00 early to predict a total failure of the 
crop in California, for a heavy rain in the 
early days of April, followed by a wet month, 
would save the crop, and probably make it 
all that the farmers had anticipated. 
was the case in 1580. 

The wheat crop on this side of the Rockies 
isnot quite as promising as it was last year 
atthis time. Some the appearance of 
the plant ranges from ten to twenty-five per 
cent below the promise of this time last year. 
The course of the market does not, however, 
indicate any apprehension of 
a decreased crop. The countries 
of western Europe are undoubtedly depend- 
ing upon Russia and British India, and if 
those countries should have bad crops the de- 
mand for our surplus would of course be 
sharp aod strong. There is no question about 
the reduction of the acreage of winter wieat 
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in both Great Britain and Germany, and if 
the California crop is a failure, “wheat will 
command good prices even if Russia and In- 
dia should have good crops.

A member of the constitutional convention of

services as may be designated by said agentin ad- 
justing difficulties between the white aud colored 
population of this state, in maintaining the police 
of the country and other similar matters, whenever 
requested so to act by said superintendent.’ "’

citizens to take these offices, so as to stand between 
the whites and blacks. doing justice to both.”’

The Attack on Governor Boynton. 


THE ANIMUS OF THE ASSAULT, AND ITS NATURE ANA- 
LYZED. 


CARTERSVILLE, Ga., March 24, 1883.—Editors Con- 
stitution: It is to be regretted that Georgia seems 
fated to have an excited campaign over the vacant 
seat of ovr late honored governor. One wouid 
think that certain politicians have no sense of 
shame at the humiliating spectacle of a dirty 
scramble for office, almost at the bier of Stephens. 
The attack on Governor Boynton on account of cer- 
tain letters written by him to Bullock seems in. 
tended to inflame an old prejudice which has hap- 
pily almost passed away. This attack is instigated, 
not so much by an enmity to Boynton, as by an 
insatiable greed for office which spares nothing in 
its endeavors to attsin the desired end. The very 
men who are resorting to this unfair—not to say 
mean—method of warfare do not doubt, in their 
own hearts, the democracy Of Governor Boynton 
or his personal integrity. They are fully aware of 
his unstained political and private record. But to 
prejudice popuJar judgment, a resort is had tothe 
time dishonored practice of mud slinging. This 
practice has nearly always missed its aim, and 
muddied only the slingers; The people of Georvia 
will not be blinded by such methods, and the 
‘*voice of God’’ will yet become ‘*the voice of the 
people.’ 

But, Messrs. Editors, when these letters are ex- 
amined, they will be found to contain but three 
points on which the office-hunters can train their 
mud guns. 

1. hat Governor Boynton applied toa republi- 
can governor for a judicial appointment, 

2. That he referred to certain republicans as to 
his capacity to fill that position. 

3. That he expressed a determination not to bea 
judge and a politician at the same time. 

As to the first point, Boynton was at least in much 
good democratic company, How many democrats, 
true and tried, held office undera republican gov- 
ernor? Was there ever apurer democrat than 
Hiram Warner? Time clearsthe wision wonder- 
fully: and we can see now how much better it 
would have been if our best citizens bad filled the 
offices of trustand honorin the gloomy years fol- 
lowing the war. The policy of ‘‘masterly inaction,’’ 
of seclusion from politics, adopted by very many 
of our best men would, if persist d in, have 
left us almost at the mercy of the ruthless horde 
who came among us solely for plunder. It is well 
though we could not always see it then, that we 
had brave and true men who were not too mucha 
afraid of popular clamor to serve their people un- 
der appointment from a republican executive. 
Other:, equally brave and true, entertained differ- 
ent views. Butafter allthe cooling time that has 
elapsed since 1868 the mind which cannot see 
that it was betterto have good citizens, as our 
judges, even be they appointed by a republican of- 
ticer, must have terribiv heated by the prevailing 
passion of that period—too heated, indeed, to see 
the truth. 

But this question has been settled. When the 
representatives of the people elected Joseph E. 
Brown senator by such a large majority, they vir- 
tually deelared that difference of opinion as to 
what should have been our puwlicy during recon- 
struction should not prevent them from choosing a 
faithful public servant. Governor Boynton only ap- 
plied fora judicial appointment; Governor Brown 
was not only appointed chief justice by Governor 
sullock, but acted with the republican party until 
the democratic party came to his views. Governor 
Brown makes a good senator and is the choice of a 
large majority of Georgia democrats for that posi- 
tion. Governor Boynton is an honest, capable 
gentieman, and the people will not allow such ap 
peals to prejudice to warp their judgment of the 
man or the proprieties of the canvass. 

‘‘But,’’ say the politicians, ‘‘Boy: ton referred to 
republicans as to his character and fitness for the 
position of judge.’’ In other words, to be a good

As ancient history seems to be the favorite siudy 
of the daya Star reporter thought he would dig 
through some of the records ot the state house,and 
he found the following on page l4dl of executive 
orders, issued by Governor Rufus B. Bullock: 

-XECUTIVE DEPARTMENT, ATLANTA, Georgia,June 
i871.—Whereas, a billofinfunction has been lately 
‘led in Bibb superior court before his Honor Carl- 
. B. Cole, Who granted said bill of injunction en- 
joining the case ef the Mhcon and Wester railroad 
bythe central Railroad and Banking Company; 
and whereas, the interests of the state of Georgia 
are largely affected by the said case,and it being 
therefore deemed essential that she should be fully 
represented by counse! in the litigation about to 
ensue. Now, therefore, itis ordered that A. O. 
Bacon, of the city of Macon, and Hon. William 
Phillips, of the county of Cobb, be, and they are 
hereby authorized and empowered, to represent the 
state's interest before the courts incident to the 
aforesaid litigation. 

So far as the foregoing editorial relates to Gov- 
ernor Boynton, I have nothing to say. I have had 
noagency direct or indirect in the procurement of 
the publication of the letters which gave rise to 


The employment 
cameto me through James Jackson, (now chief 
justice,) and L. N. Whitile, two men as pure and 
incorruptible as any the state can boast.

After jthe 
conclu-ion of the case the amount of the fees to be 
paid to counsel was determined upon, but the 
money was never paid durine the time Governor 
Buliock remained in office. After his abdication, 
and during the session of the legislature in Novem- 
ber 1871, while Governor Conley was exercising the 
dnties of the office, 1 was notified by one of the 
secretaries of the executive department that 
the amount of ihe fee could be 
drawn by me. I. however, refused to receive it. 
My reason for so doing was that while I had no 
doubt that the service rendered was legitimate and 
the payment of the fees of counsel therefor proper, 
still the abdication of Governor Bullock had natur- 
ally caused a suspicion and distrust in the public 
mind as toall of the acts of his administration,and 
I determined that I would not receive the money 
until a democratic governor should have an oppor- 
tunity of saying whether he considered such pay- 
ment proper. I was satisfied thatthe payment of 
the fee was proper, but under the circumstances | 
was unwilling to be the judge in my own case. 
I therefore let the question remain in abeyance 
until the election of Governor Smith. lt was 
thensubmittedby metohim. He decided that the 
fee was proper and paid methe money. Had Gov- 
erner Smith decided thatthe employment was not 
ligitimate, and the 1:ee not proper, I would have 
surrendered the claim without a word. I could 
have had no other intention in refusing to receive 
it when it was offered tome. ‘This was the only in- 
stance in which | ever represented the,state during 
Governor Bullock’s administration, and I never re- 
ceived a dollar for legal services either from him or 
his repuplican successor. I have never within my 
recollecuon represented a claim of any kind against 
the state either before the courts o1 iegislature. 

When in a continuous public service of twelve 
years, My opponents are reduced to the necessity of 
manufacturing Out of th:se circumstances such an 
unfounded charge as the present one, the public 
can judge how hard pressed they must be to finda 
flaw in my record. 

There is still oue other remark to be made on 
this editorial. In speaking of meas “the paid at- 
torney of the Bullock administration,’’ it is the 
evident design to represent metothe public asa 
retainer of Governor Bullock—a sort of uncom- 
missioued oftice holder. The facts I have related 
show how gross a misrepresentation this is. I

*‘Easter’’ is suggestive of a bright and genial day, 


pleasant. Sunday was far from being sucha day, 


down in a lump at a moment's _ notice. 
The churches, however. had epared 
for auch interesting Easter services 


that the weather uid not intimidate the people. 
The congregations were very large at all the ser- 
vices, especially at the Catholic and Episcopal 
churches. The day was one long to be remembered 
in spite of the weather. Theservicesat the different 


chuiches will be found fully described below. 
AT ST. PHILI?’s EPIsCu PAL CHURCH. 


On entering St Philip’s ‘church S5un- 
day morniug the spectaclethat met 
the eye was One  exguisitely beautiful. 


The chancel, the pulpitand the choir plaee was a 
wealth of flowers arranged in a truly artistic man 

ner. Fully fitty callus raisea their graceful heads 
from amid a profusion of flowers of bright colors. 
The arrangement was artistic and not without 
meaning. To the front of the chancel railing ex- 
actly ut the head of the center aisie a 
faldstool was placed which was surmounted by a 
fioral cross and below the cross was still another 
cross on woic. wasafloralcrown. Upon the chan- 
cel raili g was asecoud cross and upon the reredos 
Was a third floral cross. The three crosses repre- 
sented the Trinity. Upon the pulpit rested a four h 
cross, larger thau either of the other three and very 


handsome. It was intended to represent the [rin- 
ityin one. The four crosses were exceedingly 
handsome. The first, which rested upon the fald- 


stool, wss made of Marshal Ney ruses, calla lities 
and the ieautiful and rare flower 
called the veiled nuu. The second cross which 
resied upon the chancel railing was composed of 
pure, suuw-whi.e camelia, white tilacs and calla 
lilies. The third cross, which rested upon the 
reiedos, was of rare flowers, and the fourth Cross, 
which rested upon the pulpit, was of red roses, rose 
buds ahd other flowers. ‘The front of we 
pulpit was decorated with flowers in wait- 
ers aud garlands of smilax and bridal wreath. Ex- 
acily beueath the cross on the puipit was a beautl- 
ful cross of pure white snowdrops, the gilt oi an 
invalid lady who was prevented from attending the 
services, but who senther offering. The eagle lec- 
tern was almost completely surrounded with flow- 
ers—Callas, geraniumsandivy. The font Was a 
wealth of flowers—roses, growing calla lilies, wis- 
teria, ivyaud bridal wreath. The chancel rail was 
covered entirely with bridal wreath, and the 
reredos was almost hidden by a profusion of rare 
and beautiful flowers, the fiuest that could be Sse- 
cured. There were large and haudsome callas, rich 
roses, snow drops and white flags; iu fact, the whole 
made a picture well worthy of the occasion. It 
was photographed yesterday The fullowing 
were among the contributors to the artisuc display ;

The scene was certainly lovely and k pt the atien- 
tiou of the audience until the services began, 

Just as the handsome churen sheltered the last of 
the gathering congregation and the chol filled the 
auditorium with the grand music of ‘“‘Murning 
Breaks upon the Tomb,’’ there Was & rumble ol 
thunder outside that seemed as a challenge to the 
deep bassof the great organ. A moment javer aud 
the cold rain was patiering with an icy Clash 
against the window panes and rattling over the 
roof. It wasa dreary day for Easter, but those in- 
side, well she.tered from the rain and cold, after 
the first ‘patter of raindr>»pson the roof,” forgot 
the weather and turned to listen to the exquisite 
music. ‘heservice was appropriate and was von- 
ducted by Mr. Foute, rector of the parish. He au- 
uounced the services for yesterday and to-day and 
said that as the rain promised to continue all day it 
had been decided that the sunday) school celebra'ion 
for the afternoon should be postponed, and wouid 
occur next Sunday. ‘The celebration will, there 
fore, occur next unday at fouro’clock 1n ihe after- 
noon. Mr. Foute said of the postponment: 

“This is particularily unfortunate for us, because 
it deprives ws of tie pleasures which we had in store 
for the children. The bishop of Minnesota had 
promised to be here and to say something to the 
children. The occasion requires a great aeal of 
exercises in the open air, so the bad weather ren- 
ders it impossible for the celebration to take place. 
The children have teme very handsome banners— 
the handsomest that I have sen anywhere. |: 
postponing this fesitval On account ol the weather, 
i think 1 vught to sa, something to you about our 
Easter services in the past. Mesewture vr -@1 Vices 
have never been marred by the slightest fall of rain 
in the eight vearsin which I have been with this 
ehurch But to-day we were disappointed to see 
lowering clouds and to see every indication of a 
disagreeable and rainy day. ButJ cali your atten- 
tion to one thing that you may still be thankful 
for. If you will But think of it you will see that 
the rain has begun since you came into the church. 
While the clouds threatened rain momentarily, you 
were still permitted toreach the church before the 
rain fell. Now that you*are safely shelte.ed it 
makes buta slight difference whether or not it 
rains. Nowif the rain had come this Morning at 
ten, you could not bave come here, you could not 
have seen these beautif.l flowers. The whole coun- 
try has been laid under tribute to grace this church 
this day. We have flowers from the gulf Coast and 
flowers almost from ihe northern lakes to grace this 
beautiful festival. I do feel grateful to the good 
people who have respouded so treely to the request 
fur jlowers forthisoceasion. We have never, lever, 
been able to show anything like such a display ol 
beautiful flowers, including some of the beautiful 
kinds of roses, camelias and the always pupular 
calla.’’ 
Bishop Beckwith made a few remargs, He spoke 
of his throat affection, and stated that his physician 
had ordered that he refrain altogether from making 
any pulicaddresses. It was the first ume that ne 
had had an opportunity to be with st. Philips since 
the completion of the new church. Hespoke ot 
the great aud commendable euergy dis 
played in the erection of the lundsome 
edifice. He took ites an evidence of new life in 
the congregation. He believed that St. Philip’s 
could become a leader and the model among the 
parishes of the diocese. He hoped that not auother 
year would pass before the church would be as it 
could be, the most powerful and the leading 
church in the diocese, with the largest congregation 
and the largest confirmation class, The coi firma- 
tiun of ‘a class of twenty-five followed his remarks.
